BUSINESS SHOULD CONCLUDE NEXT MONDAY NIGHT. 

The boundaries of the district elubs were finalised last Monday 
night at the adjourned meeting of the Metropolitan Association, 
which was again adjourned till next Monday night, when it is pro- 
posed lo finalise, if possible, all of the business arising out of the 
Sub-Committee'’s report, 

The following are the distriets with the boundaries decided 
upon:— 

Balwuain,—The municipalities of Balmain and Drummoyne. 

Annandale-Leichhardt.—The municipalities of Annandale, 
Leichhardt, Petersham, and that part of the municipalities of Bur- 
wood and Ashfield north of the Main Suburban railway line. 

Pyrmont.—The municipalities of Glebe, Newtown, Prskineville, 
Darlington, Camperdown, Redfern, Alexandria, Waterloo, Mascot, 
and Botany, and that part of the city of Sydney west of George 
Street, 

Rastern Suburbs.—The municipalities of Randwick, Paddington, 
Wayerley, Woollahra, Vaucluse, North Sydney, Manly, and Mosman, 
and that part of the City of Sydney not included in Pyrmont's 
territory. 

Canterbury.—The municipalities of Enfield, Canterbury, Mar- 
rickville, and Bankstown, and that part of the municipalities of 
Burwood and Ashfield south of the Main Suburban line, 

St, Georve—The municipalities of Hurstyille, Kogarah, Bexley, 
Rockdale, and St, Peters, and the Sutherland Shire, 

Gladesyille-Ryde.—The municipalities of Concord, Ryde, East- 
wood, Hunter’s Hill, Lane Cove, and Willoughby, aud the Hornsby 
and Kuringai shires. 

Granville —The municipalities of Granville, Parramatta, Er- 
mington, Rydalmere, Auburn, Lidcombe, Homebush, Strathfield, and 
Dundas, and Baulkham Hills shire. 

The other decisions arrived al to date are as follows;— 

(1) “Phat in view of the report of the special sub-committee 
appointed by Council, this special general meeting adopts the prin- 
ciple of District Football for next year, and instructs the sub-com- 
mittee to draft a new set of competition rules for submission to 
the Annual Rules Revision meeting.” 

(2) That distvict football be played on a strictly residential 
basis, each district club to have a first and second grade, 

(3) That the number of district clubs in the metropolitan 
aren be cight, 

(4) The following district clubs were then decided upon:— 
Balmain, Annandale-Leichhardt, Pyrmont, Wastern Suburbs, Can- 
terbury, St. George, Gladesville-Ryde and Grativille, 

(5) The Annual Rules Revision meeting shall be held on 
Monday, the 20th October, 

The feature of the meetings to date has been the spirit of 
compromise with which the vyarlous questions have been tackled, 
The meetings have in every way been a credit to the Association 
and to the elubs, 

The final decisions with regard to the boundaries have taken 
Into account the areas allotted to Associations already in being 
in the Metropolis, and has given each district club a chance to form 
a Junior Association, if thought advisable, in its district. 

The procedure suggested for next Monday night is as follows: — 

(a) Consideration of the financial clauses of the report. 

(b) Consideration of the chief recommendations of the Sub- 

Committee not already dealt with.

(d) The district club to have 
the right to call upon any player 
residing in the district to play for 
the district club if required. The 
district club requiring such play- 
ers must apply direct to the Asso- 
ciation, at the same time notify- 
ing the clubs and players con- 
cerned that the services of such 
players are required. Transfers 
from one district to another are 
not objected to, providing the dis- 
triet club for which the player is 
residentially qualified certifies 
that it has not a place for the 
player in its Ist grade team. 


Consideration was given to, but 
no finality reached on the question 
of a time limit such as 30th June 
being added to this clause, and 
also as to whether a district club 
should be required to pay either

French Confessions, 


(Interesting Talk in the “Athletic 
News"'). 


(By Tityrus). 


It is impossible to open a 
Freneh sporting newspaper, pro- 
duced in Paris, without reading 


about the Olympie Games otf this 
year, and the fact that France, 
highly elated by a recent victory 
over Belgium, intends to play in 
the Association football tourna- 
ment. 

At a banquet after the match 
between France and Belgium, a 
speaker had the kindness to wish 
that France would reach the final 
match on June 9th, but he count- 
ed on Belgium being her adver- 
sary, taking revenge for the de- 
feat of January 13th, and pre- 
serving the title gained for the 
first time at Antwerp, Clearly 
France and Belgium wish to place 
all their opponents under their 
feet, 

The French football authorities 
have engaged Griffiths, the Hng- 
lish football coach, who was, I 
think, in Holland, As yet he has 
only been able to look round two 
districts, but his itinerary fs set 
forth, and even includes Northern 
Africa under French rute. 

The month of May, it is stated, 
will be the period of centralisa- 
tion and of definite training and 
ullimate selection. Do I under- 
stand that certain amateur foot- 
ballers will be drawn from vari- 
ous parts of France, prepared for 
a month, and then launched as 
the national team for the Olympic 


tournament? Other countries will 
do the same, 

If these amateurs are placed in 
a central camp, isolated, and 
trained for a month, they must 
he wonderfully enthusiastic to 
leave their cares and their affairs, 
and give up everything for the 
honor of their country. 

Specialised training of this kind 
is not consistent with the Football 
Association's idea of amateurism. 
“Training expenses of amateurs 
other than the wages paid to a 
trainer or coach must be paid by 
the players themsélves,”’ reads: 
Rule 29 of the F.A. Are all these 
Wrench and Continental footbal- 
lers paying their own training ex- 
penses? If they are they deserve 
Olympic medals for their devotion 
and self-denial. 

In this country the idea prevails 
that these players are trained on 
the same lines as a professional, 
that all their expenses are paid 
for them, even loss of work, and 
this is the reason why Great Brit- 
ain will not send a team to the 
Games. Amateurs in England 
could not afford to give a month 
to such a strict course of training, 
If they competed they would be 
at a disadvantage. 


A New Life in the Land. 

A French gentleman, living neat 
Tours, being a subscriber to ‘The 
Athletic News,’ has had the good- 
ness to send me an outspoken and 
interesting letter on this question. 


Heading his communication 'Foot- 


ball Amateurism' Internationa] 
Relations," he is very plain spo- 
ken, He says:— 


“We follow in France the dis- 
cussion concerning the rules of 
amateurism. A very large num- 
ber of true amateurs take HEng- 
land's side. We do not admit 
that an amateur should be paid in 
any way. For my own sake, when 
I played tootball in England, in a 
Kent team, | was never offered any 
money for lunch or railway fares. 
The club lent me an old blazer, 
which was formerly of a grey hue, 
and I was quite satisfied with it. 
After the match each of us went 
by himself to the nearest bar and 
enjoyed a good cup of tea with 
bread and butter. We were so 
pleased to haye a place in the 
team!! This happened in 1890, 

“T remember the fine moments 
we spent going to wateh a Cup 
Final, or a good tussle between 


Blackheath and Cardiff, or  be- 
tween Sunderland and the Hot- 
spur. We did not regret the few 


shillings ‘wasted’ on that day,”
